N.J.C.  gives  105  scholarships  of 
which  the  state  pays  $450,  the 
balance  is  paid  by  the  student.  A 
school  year  at  this  college  with 
room,  board  and  tuition  included 
amounts  to  $1,000.  At  the  Newark 
school,  the  tuition  amounts  to 
$750. 

The  Newark  school  is  located  in 
the  business  center  of  Newark  and 
has  no  campus.  N.J.C.  and  Rutgers 
are  located  on  the  outskirts  of 
New  Brunswick  on  the  banks  of 
the  Raritan  river.

Any  high  school  student  inter, 
ested  in  receiving  aid  from  this 
service,  is  invited  to  visit  the  offices 
in  the  City  Hall  annex.  Indivdual 
conferences  are  held  each  'Tuesday, 
free  of  charge.  Since  the  schools 
are  working  in  cooperation  with  the 
officers  of  the  Vocational  Guidance 
program,  it  is  advisable  to  con¬ 
sult  with  Miss  Clara  Elsaesser  or 
Mr.  Walter  Krumbeck  before  go¬ 
ing.  Application  blanks  may  be 
obtained  in  the  Guidance  office  in 
Room  25.  However,  a  student  does 
not  have  to  have  a  referral  from 
his  school,  but  may  visit  the  bu¬ 
reau  individually. 

The  purpose  of  the  program  is 
to  assist  young  men  who  are  wor¬ 
ried  about  their  careers  since  they 
fear  that  they  will  be  severely 
handicapped  by  the  interruption  of 
the  draft.  The  counsellors  will  try 
to  help  these  boys  discover  for 
what  work  they  are  fitted  and  how 
the  armed  services  will  be  of  bene¬ 
fit  to  them.  They  will  also  talk  with 
4-F’s  to  show  them  their  place  in 
the  community  in  time  of  war.  The 
boys  may  have  as  many  confer¬ 
ences  as  they  deem  necessary  and- 
are  also  given  the  use  of  the 
Guidance  service  library.

Issue  has  rested  its  case  be¬ 
fore  the  jury,  and  the  attor¬ 
ney  for  the  defense  now  takes 
the  stand. 

“Gentlemen  of  the  Jury,” 
begin  the  lawyer,  “my  worthy 
opponent  has  just  stated  that

The  rather  overpowering 
amount  of  advertising  in  the 
Anniversary'  issue  could  have 
been  avoided  IF  the  students 
had  shown  more  interest  in 
the  publication,  and  IF  the 
claimants  had  indicated,  by 
previous  records,  that  they 
were  capable  of  continued  en- 
thusiams  in  any  extra-curric¬ 
ular  production. 

“BUT,  since  my  clients 
could  not  depend  on  the  vague 
indifference  of  the  prosecu¬ 
tion,  they  were  forced  to  dis¬ 
card  many  articles  which 
would  undoubtedly  brighten 
the  issue,  and  they  replaced 
them  with  pages  that  would 
cover  the  cost  of  the  publi¬ 
cation.
